Goal Trains In Collision On 


Middle Division Saturday 


Evening Near Backus 


One Extra Rons Into Bear End of 


Another, Resulting Fatally to C. C. 
Harrier, of DuBois. 


One of the most peculiar wrecks 


and at the same time the most costly 
in many years occurred Saturday 
evening at 11:35 on the B., R. & P. 
railroad, two freight trains meeting 
in a rear-end collision at a point one 
mile south of Backus on the Middle 
division. 


The wreck caused the death of one 


man and the injury of three others.

En- 
gineer Clifford, of extra 436, was 
caught under some of the wreckage 
and his leg broken, while Fireman 
Harrier, of the same train, was jam- 
med between the wreckage and re- 
ceivd fatal internal injuries.

man Terrence Conlan was riding the 
engine at the time of the collision 
and evidently rammed his hand up 
against the hot boiler, burning it 
severely. 


The collision resulted in both north 


and southbound tracks being tied up 
from the time of the wreck until 4:30 
o'clock the next day. As stated it 
was the most serious wreck that the 
B., R. & P. railroad has had in many 
years. 
Three cars of extra 413 were 


derailed and seventeen cars on extra 
436 were thrown from the track. 
These cars were all loaded with coal 
and as the cars were badly wrecked

Russia has the largest Jewish pop- 


ulation of any country m the world. 
Although their lot has not always 
been an enviab'o one under the rule 
of the Tsars, the great war has found 
them loyal citizens of their northern 
fatherland willing and axious to con- 
tribute their sacrifices to the success 
of its cause. According to private 
letters and dispatches from Russia, 
many Jews have come forward to en- 
list; they have opened and equipped 
hospitals for the soldiers, and dis- 
played an eagerness to aid with their 
goods an,l their labor. The warmth 
of their patriotism has been a sur- 
prise to Muscovy. 
The position of

IN B.yP.WRECK 


Goal Trains In Collision On 


Middle Division Saturday 


Evening Near Backus 


One Extra Rons Into Bear End of 


Another, Resulting Fatally to C. C. 
Harrier, of DuBois. 


One of the most peculiar wrecks 


and at the same time the most costly 
in many years occurred Saturday 
evening at 11:35 on the B., R. & P. 
railroad, two freight trains meeting 
in a rear-end collision at a point one 
mile south of Backus on the Middle 
division. 


The wreck caused the death of one 


man and the injury of three others.

En- 
gineer Clifford, of extra 436, was 
caught under some of the wreckage 
and his leg broken, while Fireman 
Harrier, of the same train, was jam- 
med between the wreckage and re- 
ceivd fatal internal injuries.

man Terrence Conlan was riding the 
engine at the time of the collision 
and evidently rammed his hand up 
against the hot boiler, burning it 
severely. 


The collision resulted in both north 


and southbound tracks being tied up 
from the time of the wreck until 4:30 
o'clock the next day. As stated it 
was the most serious wreck that the 
B., R. & P. railroad has had in many 
years. 
Three cars of extra 413 were 


derailed and seventeen cars on extra 
436 were thrown from the track. 
These cars were all loaded with coal 
and as the cars were badly wrecked 
the coal was scattered mountain high 
all along the scene of the trouble

The Great European War Zone 


Russia has the largest Jewish pop- 


ulation of any country m the world. 
Although their lot has not always 
been an enviab'o one under the rule 
of the Tsars, the great war has found 
them loyal citizens of their northern 
fatherland willing and axious to con- 
tribute their sacrifices to the success 
of its cause. According to private 
letters and dispatches from Russia, 
many Jews have come forward to en- 
list; they have opened and equipped 
hospitals for the soldiers, and dis- 
played an eagerness to aid with their 
goods an,l their labor. The warmth 
of their patriotism has been a sur- 
prise to Muscovy. 
The position of
